wherein said dry hair has a water content of not more than 30% by weight .

neopentyl glycol di(2-ethylhexanoate), isononyl isononanoate and a mixture thereof. 

17. (New) The method of treating hair according to claim 1 5, wherein said oil agent 
is a triglyceride oil selected from the group consisting of glycerol tri(2-ethylhexanoate), 
glycerol tricaprate and a mixture thereof. 

1 8. (New) The method of treating hair according to claim 1 5, wherein said oil agent 
is a higher alcohol selected from the group consisting of cetanol, myristyl alcohol, stearyl 
alcohol, behenyl alcohol, 2-octyIdodecanol and a mixture thereof.
